Dues were collected and Bylaws were read, Each 
attending member was given a set of the bylaws and a mail-in 
voter's form. A Public Relations Committee and a Ritual 
Committee was organized. 

Ann Duckworth, aka Magickal Mallard, and Lady Maeve Rhea 
were elected Co-Presidents and both Lady Epona and Lady Nayan 
Firefrost were confirmed in their positions as Tresurer and 
SeCretary. 

A public resolution stating PhilANOR's position on 
"Satanism" and other abusive belief-systems was adopted. The 
full text of the declaration will be printed in the next 18ssue of 
RP. (It 1s under-going $s1ight revisions of wording right now.) 

The meeting was ended by a s$short ritual in which a magickal 
web was woven. The individual threads represented the strength 
of each individual member and the web which was formed from them 
was dedicated to the strength and functioning of PhilANOR.

+++Notice of a BLIND ADDRESS SERVICE++++ 

- - -FOY people who want to network but can't afford to turn their 
address loose on the public. If you want to network safely, send 
1n your ad. If you use the form in RiverPath, be sure to check 
the box indicating you want to use the BLIND ADDRESS SERVICE. If 
you don't use the form, clearly write at the top of the ad that 
you wish to use the BLIND ADDRESS SERVICE. Your address will be 
repressed and put onto an encrypted disc. Only the ad will be 
printed but a response code will be added. When an interested 
pPerson Or group wants to contact you they will: 

1. Put their response inside a stamped but NOT addressed 
envelope with the code PRINTED IN THE LOWER LEFT CORNER. 

2. They will then put that envelope inside another envelope 
and send it to Lady Arachne C/O RiverPath Newsletter, PO Box 544, 
Horsham, Pa 19044-0544. 

Lady Arachne will then address the stamped envelope con- 
taining the response and send it on its way. This way your 
address and legal name are never revealed until you want to 
reveal them. 

Examples: 

Lady Indigo wants to meet a large albino Yeti. She 
Sends in her ad and asks for the BLIND ADDRESS SERVICE. Her 
address 1s repressed and only her ad 1s printed, specifying that 
not only must the Yeti be larqe and albino but also male and a 
third deqree Alexandrian. After the Ad comes the code #IY-44. 
Lo and behold, in Lower Slobovia there IS a larqe male albino 
Yeti and he 1s not only a third degree Alexandrian but runs the 
local Fellowship of Tantric LLamas. He writes back, enclosing 
all his vital statistics (and they are vital), putting the 
response in a scented mauve envelope. He puts only a first class 
stamp in the upper right hand corner, where most stamps go and in 
the lower left hand corner he prints, neatly and legibly #FIY-44. 
With hammering heart he then slips it into another envelope and 
Sends it off to Lady Arachne. Lady Arachne receives the enve- 
lopes. Being a Good Witch she does not peek into the mauve enve- 
lope but looks up the code on her disc and neatly writes down 
Lady Indigo's address and puts the mauve envelope into the mail. 
Lady Indigo receives the mauve envelope and psychically knows 
(after all s|she IS a Witch) that here 1s the response from the 
Yeti of her dreams. She writes back' and thus she and the Yeti 
have successfully networked. Hurrah! If. Lady Indigo and the 
Yeti can do it, so can YOU. Network that 1s. 


What kind of an Ad? Be brief. Assume that your readers are 
Pagans. Do not assume they are Witches. Specify major interests 
and be clear on "must-have" qualifications. If you are inte- 
rested ONLY in Celtic Wicca, say So. But be open to the idea that 
areas you have not considered appropriate for yourself may be 
exactly what you need for eqoic and psychic growth. Indicate a 
zip code area or geographical area if you are trying to Join a 
group or meet people in your own area. This isn't necessary 1f 
what you want to do is correspond through the mail. 
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BALL! !

Folksinger/song writer Kathleen Hannan appeared in concert 
on May 20th at Stack» Beaity, a 'small coffee house on. South St. 

Kathleen's charm, charisma and enerqy, along with her clear 
strong voice and original material combined for an evening of 
rare entertainment. 

She had us singing and clapping along with the Goddess 
chants; she moved us with "Mamma Turtle" and "Lovin' Ourselves 
Into Love"; made us smile with "Snow Peas" and rocked the house 
with her version of a Buddy Holly song. 

Kathleen is anewcomer to the Philadelphia Area but she has 
been here long enough to be nominated for two 1988 Philadelphia 
muSi1c awards. She has performed throughout the eastern US as a 
vocalist, keyboard player and songqwriter with "Witch-1" an 
Original folk rock band for women and with "FireFlies" a Chicago 
REB group, as well as a solo singer/writer.

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REPORT CONCERNING THE INCIDENT AT RITES OF SPRING 

Rumors are flying through the Pagan community about an 
1ncident at the Rites of Spring. The facts are these: 

A woman schoolteacher, who was a former colleqe classmate of 
a Rites organizer, had asked for a staff position in childcare, 
which she was given. 

Over the course of the first few days of Rites, several 
people became uncomfortable with this woman's operating style, 
her attitudes and her general functioning. At least three people 
did a small amount of crisis intervention with her. But because 
She was "staff" and people did not trust their own perveptions, 
no-one reported her problems to either the Healers Hall or to the 
coordinators. 

The woman, who had apparently suffered a personal trauma 
Some three weeks previously, became overtired and stressed. She 
failed to either eat properly or keep warm. She then apparently 
made her $|situation worse by 1ingesting a $short-term hallucinogen. 

At this point, her boundries qone, she made bizarre and 
threating statements to a group of children at the young people's 
lodge, after intimidating the male parents into leaving. 

Rites staff Dierde and Sue intervened promptly to defuse the 
Situation and removed the woman to Healers Hall. Whitewolf and 
marie continued Crisis intervention and defusing while additional 
healers were sonsulted and the children calmed. 

The woman eventually agreed that she would be better off in 
a warm dry quiet $space and consented to qo to the hospital; 
Walter, Greta, Marie, Ric and I took her there. She asked that 
her mundane belongings be brought to her in the hosplital and 
that her magickal things be kept by Dierdre to be returned to her 
later, as She did not wish to involve or discredit EarthSpirit in 
any way. This was done, and her friends were contacted at her 
request and arrangements were made for her return home. 

Meetings were held for the children, parents and child-care 
staff and volunteers. 

At no time was anyone phys1ically harmed, no physical 
restraint was used, nor was anyane: in .any, apparent .gerious 
danger. All interveners behaved appropriately and the children 
Showed remarkable poise and balance under difficult 
Clrcumstances. 

If there are lessons to be learned from this incident, they 
Should be these: 

1. People should trust their own perceptions. 

2, People should not be intimitated by someone's position 
or their alledged friends or their credentials. 

3, Festival organizers should be notified promptly 1f 
anyone seems out-of-control. 

4, People should not hesitate to intervene verbally to 
protect themselves and others, especially children, and to 
question anything -that doesn't "feel right." Physical 
1ntervention is a last resort and is almost never necessary. 

Crisis intervention is not difficult, although it can be 
emotionally wearing. It is psychological first-aid, not long 
term therapy.

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If you are dealing with a person in crisis: 

Establish rapport, and clear unnecessary people from the 
area, Try to keep things quiet and calm; offer simple mundane 
asSistance: a blanket a cup of tea or Juice. Do not offer 
SOlutlons. 

Acquire information, do not contradict. Keep the person 
talking. Boil the information down; repeat what seem to be the 
key facts and feelings back to the person while neither agreeing 
nor disagreeing; "I understand that you feel that ..." is enough. 
Cope: when the person 1s colm, ask them what they see as their 
options at that point. Do not attempt to solve their problem for 
them. Do not rush. Do not physically crowd them.

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REQUIRED COURSE: WICCA 201 

This course 1s required by all Pagans and Wiccans who desire 
to know what to say when accused by Fundies, Jesus-Creeps, and 
stone-headed family members of being Satan worshippers and 
murders. 

Even though 1t seems that Witches spend a disproportional 
amount of time explaining that we do not worship Satan; that 
Satan 1s a Christain God-form, that anyone interested in learning 
about Satan won't find out about Him at a coven meeting but will 
get the entire gory low-down at any fundementalist Christain 
Church; even though we assert gently and reasonably that we 
practice a religion which celebrates life and the cycle of 
Earth's seasons and that many of us a vegetarians out of respect 
for all life, this 1is of little help when confronted with 
people who believe that Satan put the Dinosaur bones into the 
rocks to deceive the scientists. The best that one can do at a 
time like that is to give them facts and fiqures from agencies 
that they may respect: The FBI and police departments. 

1. The FBI's chief expert on cult activities, Kenneth V. 
Lanning, states "Not one crime of a so-called "Satanic" nature 
has ever been ass0clated or connected with Witchcraft or 
Wiccans,” He ,also states that there 1s "no so011d evidence that 
'Satanic' activity 1s on the increase.” Lanning says that the 
statistics concerning the number of children who are claimed to 
be sacrificed and women who are "bred" to have babies exactly 
duplicate the wave of reports of 'missing' children in the late 
'70's and early 80's, reports that were found, on close scrutiny, 
to be grossly exaggerated. Almost all kidnappings are cases of 
child-snatching by parents or relatives who are involved in 
custody disputes. In New York City, only 4 of the kidnappings in 
1987-88 remained unsolved as of Dec. 31, 1988 and not one of the 
chil-snatchings was involved with Wicca in anyway. 

2, Even people who believe that "satanic' activites are 
golng on are finding no evidence to prove their beliefs. Alan 
Alves, of Freetown, Mass. who 1s a firm believer, has never made 
an arrest and has never found any evidence of human sacrifice. 
Thomas Wedge, who makes his living lecturing to law enforcement 
JYoupPs, 1s on record that the Matamoros killings were not related 
to 'satanism' but were druq-cult killings. He contends that the 
ritualistic killings are a means of keeping the minions of the 
drug dealers in line. The head of the San Francisco Police 
Department Unit on Cult Activities, reports that none of the 
investigations which were based on claims of 'satanic' activity 
or Witchcraft uncovered anything in the way of kidnapping, animal 
or human sacrifices, or ritualistic breeding programs for the 
purpose of producing babies for sacrifice. 

3, Some psycologists believe that women who claim that they 
were ritually abused and bred for the purpose of sacrifice may 
very well be attributing the hideous sexual and physical abuse 
which they endured from male relatives to a "mythic-figure" which 
their culture has taught them is the source of all evil. There 
are Several Sarahs and Joans (interesting how they all have

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the same name?) who were definitly abused, and several who had C- 
Sections, but who were also discoverd to have psychotic dysfunc- 
tion on closer psychological investigation. Their ability to 
discriminate the facts of their reality from their fantasies was 
severly limited. Dr. David Bromley, of Virginia Commonwealth 
University sees "satanic' crime, not as a reality, but as a way 
of making sense of a universe in which "Daddy" has sexual rela- 
tions with a child and then beats her. He also says that the 
popularity of the "satanic"” cult scare as a phenomena which has 
more to do with urban ledgends and modern chil-care quilt than 
with any other source. "I think it is all a hoax,"says Bromley, 
an investigator of allegations of 'cult' brainwashing in the 
1970's, allegations which were never proved. He is now examing 
the "satanism" scare and suspects that it may be similar. The 
rumors and reports are "Sheer fantasy" but fantasy fed by inci- 
dents of real child abuse (usually from family members) and by 
the guilt and fears of parents who are entrusting their children 
into the care of strangers. 

4, Last, Criminal activity is criminal activity. No one 
calls the crimes of people who kill or maim because "Jesus told 
me to do it"; "an Angel told me to do it" "Christian Crimes.” In 
the past 2 years, a Christian minister starved his son to death in 
the name of his religion, a Christian minister directed 3 young 
women of his conqregation to abandon their children along the 
interstate in Kentucky because they (the children) were possessed 
by demons and "Jesus" would look after them, and a Christian 
group in Wisconsin used cattle prods inserted into the rectums of 
children as young as three years old to enforce discipline. But 
these are not attributed to the fundemental ethics of the 


Christilan religion by anyone, they are rightly preceived as the 
actions of criminal people.

ALARM! ALARM! ALARM! 
Proposal for an Act to Prohibit Ritualistic Practices 

Legislation has been introduced into the Pennsyvania 
Commonwealth Leqgislature to prohibit Satanic rituals and 
practices. This shouldn't directly impact on most Pagans and 
Witches, because we have nothing to do with Satan BUT... 

++. o alot of dang fools out there don't know that. AND... 

-- - Some of the things prohibited step on the toes of groups 
that aren't Satanic. 

Look for a moment at one of the things considered 'satanic', 
the consumption of human blood. There at least two cases of 
consumption of human blood that occur daily: The first 1s the 
ritualistic sucking of the paper cut finger while invoking either 
Jesus or God. The other is the transubstantiation which occurs 
in the Catholic Mass, when the priest ritualistically changes the 
wine into the blood of Christ who was (is) human. Now either the 
Catholic Mass transubstantiation is a fraud and nothing happens, 
1n which case the Catholics are not in violation of this act, or 
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they are ritualistically drinking human blood. "Ritualist can- 
nabalism” ends up in this case also, as the priest also does 
interesting things to little peices of bread. 

Then there 1s ritualistic abuse (both sexual and psychologqi- 
cal) of children. There are a lot of Fundementalist ministers 
who might be in violation of this section. One minister recently 
1n the news beat a child until the child was a mass of welts from 
neck to waist, after first sitting the child on a bed and calmly 
explaining why this beating was being done in the minister's 
God's name. Now as I read the New Testament of the Bible, Jesus 
loved little kids alot and never advocated beating them, in fact 
he said "As you do onto these, the least of my children, so you 
do onto me.” So who was that minister worshipping? 

The orthodox Rabbis might be in trouble for the ritualistic 
killing of kosher meat animals and I wonder if saying a prayer of 
"thank you”, such as some farmers do before slaugqhteringq, consti- 
tutes ritual sacrifice? 

The definiton of "Satan" is so vaque as to be pathetic. 
"Satan-the antithesis of Almighty God (notice 'Almighty God," not 
"The Christian God")also known as the Prince of Darkness, the 
Devil, Beelzebub, the fallen angel, the Prince of Evil, the chief 
evil spirit, the Evil One and other names not 1listed herein. Can 
they add other names as they like, or as the s1ituation merits? 
How about Kernunnos, Pan, OI1d Red Cap, can these be twisted by 
the Xians to fit what ever group they want to get? 

I could qo on ad nauseum, but I see little point. This 1s a 
stupid and dangerous act. There 1s no way it can be clear enough 
to not interfere with a perfectly legitimate religion or bellief- 
System. What 1s symbolic sexual abuse of men and women? Who 
decides? Is the Symbolic Rite with Chalice and Athame ritualis- 
tic abuse? Some Fundies might say it is. Who decides what an 
act of qglorification of Satan might be? The X1ians have deliber- 
ately confused our God/desses with their evil God-form that this 
legislatlon could prohibit any worship of any god-form except 
Jesus Christ (providing we are not Catholics practicing transub- 
Stantiation.) 

Please understand me, I am not in favor of maiming Or 
hurting animals or humans in the name of any God. Some accepted 
religions do however. Christianity has killed millions of humans 
and also a lot of cats, ritually, in the service of Jesus Christ 
and Islam requires that all of us polytheists be killed for the 
glory of Allah. TI do not have anal hangups and mixing urine or 
feces into anything but a sewer or septic tank seems to be a bad 
1dea as far as I am concerned. But this act of leqislatlion 1s 
based on a hysteria thet is fomented by the Fundementalists and 
actually plays into the hands of the Drug dealers who are hiding 
behind the hysteria. |

now how you feel about this insane act. For more complete 
. information, contact The New Federalist, PO Box 889, Leesburg, 
Va. 22075. They, by the way, are in favor of the bill. 
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For those of you who are fortunate enough to interact with 
reasonalble people, 1.e. those who know the difference between 
Witchcraft and Satanism, but question you on how magick can 
possibly work, I refer you to a wonderful explanation titled 
Quantum Magick, printed in Amaranth Vol. 1, No. 36: A Pagan 
APAZzine by Larry Cornett, 7/7/88. I will not qgo into the article 
here except to note that it fits exactly with everything I was 
taught. A man named Johnathan Blakely introduced the same idea 
in a booklet The Secret Teachings and Doctrine of the Great White 
Brotherhood. privately printed, (no publishing house on the 
1ns1ide fly) in 1883, London, England. He was promptly slammed 
into an insane asylum by his outraged relatives.

As you are aware, RiverPath's purpose 1s not to print 
poetry, rituals, herbal/craft lore etc. There are Several 
fine publications which already fill that niche and do it very 
well indeed. The purpose of RiverPath is to provide a forum for 
networkings, news and opinions. But to submit anything, you need 
to know the publication deadline. 
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I publish RiverPath on a pagan schedule. I want the news- 
letter in your hands BEFORE the major Sabbats and feasts rather 
than afterwards, however. Notices of coming events are of little 
use if they arrive one or two days before the date or worse, one 
or two days after the date. Although this schedule does not 
print an 18ssue exactly every other month, I think it does a 
better Job of letting you know what happens when.
